Tlie 
t:iteMti*eske Handicap, a dash of seven-eijfhths for 
f w«»year-olds, and the Prince GecirKc Handicap for 
all ajres at a mile and seventy yards, were the 
featurcN. Kmll Hers furnished the winner of tlie 
foi »ner in his ?r<*atlv improved Trap Rocu young.«:ter 
Haddy's Choiee. while O. W. Tarry’s Harry Shaw 
was r»*tiimed an easy winner of the I’limt* <;eor;te 
iianduap. 

Itaddy’s fT»oM*e i-ame from behind in his race, 
iiniahed with a rash and won away. Harry 

Shaw made all the iiace in his race and at the 
end had a comfortable man;in over Lahore. The 
latter probably would .have been a closer cou- 
i«MMl«r. inn for bein;: cut oflf when jockey Lilley 
f4w>li<hly attoinpteil to ;$o ihrou^h on the inside 
at the balf-niik* ;:roniid. This enabled Harry 
Sliaw to draw away into a lead which Lahore 
wa.s unable to oven*ome.

WILL MAKE NO CHANGE IN METHODS. 



Management of New Orleans Meeting Announces Sys- 
tem Followed Last Winter Will Be Adhered To. 



New Orleans, La., November 20. — Announcement 
that there will positively be no change in the sys- 
tem employed duri^ the race meeting of 1914-15 
at the Fair Grouiuls is made on autiiority of offi- 
cials of the Business Men’s Racing Association. The 
reason fur this, it is declared, is that no better plan 
of operation could be devisetl or oue more sutis- 
factm-y in its ultimate result. The association is 
primarily interested in the sport because of the eco- 
uotnic phase of the enterprise. Its method of doing 
business wag originally pitched on a plane that put 
every system necessary to tl»e workings of a mam- 
moth plant above the reach of selfish interest, and 
it is not proposed now, it is said, to depart from 
that business-like rule of action. 

Executive Committeeman Michaelis has returned 
from a tour of western cities with reports of much 
interest in New Orleans all dawn the lino. At Cin- 
cinnati Mr. .Michaelis found electric bulb signs and 
plai*anls in the railroad offices advertising the New 
Orleans winter meeting aud referring to this city as 
the “Winter Capital of -America.” He found unusual 
interest in th»! Crescent City also at St. Louis and 
as far north as Dayton. O. 

I.ate arrivals at the Fair Grounds include W. IT. 
Fixer’s string, emiira<-ing Little Bigger. Alex Getx, 
W. W- Clark, Tallyrand, Twilight. Neutral aud one 
yearling. Trainer Ed Moore is in charge of the con- 
tingent. S. Newman’s string, including Sands Dia- 
monds, Eleanor, Clara Morgan. Mrs. Ed Moore's 
Bunch of Keys and E. M. lUghard’s Biila Welsh and 
Fair Itaisy are also arrivals. O. W. Parry’s Harry 
Shaw is to come south from Bowie. 

Judge Joseph A. Murphy and Associate Jmlge 
Joseph McLennan will leave for New Orleans im- 
mediately after the close at Bowie, which winds up 
tlie eastern racing season November 30. 

The Fair Grounds’ stables now house two hundred 
aud tliirty thonmghiireds. By the middle of De- 
cember. it is predicted, every stall will be filled. 
Executive Coiumitteetnau I.* E. Reunyson. A. B. 
Ijettelier and M. Michaelis are overseeing the ground 
iniproveraeuts. The I»nisiaiia Jockey Club has just 
let a i-oiitract for the repainting of the grandstand, 
the fences, offices, jiaddock and outhouses. The 
cluMiou^e. at the east end of the grandstand, will be 
remodeled aud repainted for the season. This proved 
one of the most popular assets of last season’s 
meeting, furnishing a comfortable place of meeting 
aud repose for society folk.

I^exington. Ky., November 20. — President Catesby 
Wo*)dford t.alay called a meeting of the executive 
*‘ommittc>e of the Kentucky Association, to be held 
next Friday, for the purpose of discussing racing 
dates and stake races for next spring’s meeting 
here. Tlie general managers and secretaries of the 
four racing assoi'iations in Kentucky this fall agreed 
that each organizati<Mi would indicate its desires 
to the Kentucky State Racing Commission without 
coming to a tentative understanding as to the sched- 
ule and let the commission work it out to suit. It 
was, however, agreed that Lexington should give 
the oiiening meeting as usual. General Manager 
Matt J. Winn expressed a willingness to have 
Churchill Dow ns precede or follow the Douglas Park 
meeting at Ixniisville. Secretaiy G. D. Wilson today 
expressed tiie opinitm that Lexington will ask for 
not less than twelve days for the spring meeting. 
The stakes probably will be the same as last spring.

BLUE BONNETS’ NEW GBAND8TAND. 



Toronto, Out., November 20. — Mr. William 

Northev. the secretary of the Montreal Jockey Club, 
has b^>n visiting Toronto and Hamilton for the 
purpose of inspecting the grandstands at Woodbine 
aud the Hamilton Jockey Club. The Blue Bonnets’ 
stand was destroyed by fire about twenty-four hours 
before the njvening of the autumn meeting in Sep- 
tember. and is to be replaced by a finer and more 
commodious structure, wbleb will be ready for the 
spring meeting next June. 

He said that the new* stand, to occupy the same 
site as tlie old, would proride eighty seats more 
than double the accommodation in the former build- 
ing. It will be absointely fireproof. The wreckers 
are at work tearing the rttlaig down and cutting 
the twisted steel into foor-foot lengths, as the 
remains are nothing but scrap. Some work will 
he done tbie fall, and everything will be ready to 
rush the new stand up In tbe spring.

Juarez, Mexi<*o. N'ovemlter 2<^l. — Next Thurs4l:iy, 
the twenty -fifth. Thanksaivine Day. the one hnndrc<l 
or ai(»re <l.nvs of raciiu; b«*rins at the Jockey CTlub 
Jnaret track for tlie winter season of 1915-16. The 
first winter meet ins at the Jnarez course, in 
1909-10. ran for Kcventy-onc racioi: days. Since 
then ever.v meet in;; here has run £<«• mwe than one 
imudre<i days, the recowl Iteinc swnxnl last winter 
and sprlns. when the meeting ran for one hundr<*d 
and twenty-two racin;; 4la.vs. Everything is now- 
in readliM‘ss at the track. The stables now house 
close to six bnndr«Ml horses and faces familiar to 
mrf circrlcs throus the streets of El Paso and

Ttie fcmiiiids at the Juarez <-oursc were never more 
lieantifnl than at the i>reM‘iit time.
